Tndia.napolis — When

World 


War ended this country was fcrouRht 
face to face with problem of bavins 
tens of thousands of: younp rncn on 
its hands who were so disabled it. 
was impossible for''thrm to return lo 
their old occupation to ram a living. 


The Federal Board of 
Vocational 


Training: was created to handle and 
develop this work, and out of its ac- 
tivities grew a phase new lo Ameri- 
cans—vocational rehabilitation. This 
mea.nt roughly teaching now jobs to 
men who had been rendered unlit for 
their old jobs hy war injuries. 


The work Of the federal board de- 


veloptfiJ, but progress was riot, rapid. 
Dissatisfaction 
had arisen 
through 


the functioning of other government- 
al agencies cmirgcd with the care oC 
veterans. 


At the insistaneo of the American 


Legion, Congress, in 1021, created the 
United 
States 
Veterans 
Bureau, 


which immediately ahsorbed all ac- 
tivities in the care of veterans rind 
began the. elimination of the conflict- 
ing forces. 


The federal board a.nd its activities 


were absorbed by the, bureau. Col- 
onel Charles R. Forbes, /rlirector . of 
the bureau, placed Colonel Robert I. 
Rees in charge of the vocational re- 
habilitation with the title of assistant 
director. 


The policy at the veterans bureau 


has been to train men for vocations 
where their disabilities 
arc not 
a 


handicap. 
A vocation is selected for 


a man individually, wheto his dis- 
abilities will not handicap him in fol- 
lowing it successfully. 


On Sept. 1, 1922, 96,941 
disabled 


veterans wero 
receiving 
vocational 


training tinder tho veterans bureau. 
Those men are receiving instruction 
in practically all of our large uni- 
versities, colleges, 
and 
vocational 


schools. 


They are being" trained 
in 
ap- 


proximately 350 different trades, vo- 
cations, professions, or in agriculture.
